“This book takes a very strict chromo 
logical view of George's career—and this 
is something | worked very hard to mairr 
tain,” Sas Hearn. “The story unfolds as 
iuntolds for Georde—his success, his 
achigyements—without the beset of 
hindsight. That's why. in a chagter about 
Americar Greantit or Star Wars, thare 
aren't any statements like, “Litthe did 
George kro...” 

In The Ciena of Georee Lecas, Heer 
explores why the filmmaker decided ta 
return to the direeler’s chair after nearly 
hee decades to make Star Views: Episede | 
The Phantom Menace. But perhaps more 





importantly, Hearn addresses why Lucas 
didn't direct for so mary years. 

“| thought it was important to explain 
why he went away in the first place and 
te discuss just how painful and risky 
Star Wars actually was for him,” S38 
Hea, “res, it was a huge success, but 
it could've failed. The Empire Staines 
Sack could have failed, as wall, Georgie 
could've lost everything.

Hearn, who is also the author of 
the basteelling Star Wars: Attack of the 
Clones—The Mwstrated Companion, lives 
in London. Early on, he interviewed Lucas 
in person at Skywalker Ranch, but later, 
he tapped Lucasteks Editar Jerathar 
Ringler for help with Betting Lucas” are 
swors to scores of aiditional questions, 
Ringler, who is chronicling the production 
of Revenge of the Sith for several pub- 
lishing prajects, sees Lucas on an al- 
most daily basis. Also “iwaluable” te the 
Book's creation, aooording to Hearn, was 
Lucasfilm’ s Pamela Glinkenkarnp, wit 
managed the Lucasfilm History Praject 
and provided quotes from archived inter- 
views. Ringler also paid many visits to 
the Lucasfilm archives, helping Hearn 
father aud research additianal material 
fee The Eek, 

“One of the most amazing things we 
found in the archives was the manuscript 
and the notes George kept for himself 
for the ovginal Star Wars,” says Ringler. 
“Also. this is the first time an author has 
had access to the first and second dratt 
of Star Miers. ln The Cinema of Gears 
Lucas, Marcus Hearn lags oul whal hape 
pened in the first, second, and third 
dratts of Star Mars, and the reader can 
Seo how ideas were discandad, included, 
or changed.” 

Througheut the book, Hearn mat only 
outlines how Lucas made changes to 
mrenies before, during, and aber their prae 
duction, but also how Lucas himself has 
changed as a filmmaker over the yoars— 
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while still staying true to his roots and 
influences. 

"| baliewe you can trace a line from 
Star Mars: Episode ll 4iteckd of the Clones 
right back to his early filrms—even his 
early student films—because part of 
hirn i Still, at heart, a desurnentary film 
Maker,” Sas Hearn. “George is still 
binging that handheld kook bo his work, 
ver though the techniques weed today 
in filmmaking haw changed completely.

Which brings up an interasting point: « 
McQuarrie wes working at a tine where 
everything he imagined on paper had 
bo have @ realaverkd solulign—resaning 
it had to work in three dimensions, live 
on the set. The only exceptions were 
matte paintings, which ware just 2D im- 
ages painted on @ surface, so the sky 
wes the limit. “We could do emything if it 
didn't have to move,” MoQuarrie sighs. 
“It would be a nice thing if | could go 
back and rede the films with ihe drawings 
and ideas | had conskiered, free from 
any sort of physical limitations.“ 

So does MoQuarrie regret not working 
now, when anything js possible on film?

rem the very Start, the concept af 

Star Mors Galaxies has always beer 
wery straightiorward, “Credbe your ten 
Slory, Your own Hero, ered your ovary wiry 
within the theme af Star Wars," says Julio 
Torres, associate producer of Star Wars 
Galawies. Furthermore, Lucasfrts' ambi- 
tious MMORPG is, at its core, abut free- 
forrn role laying, Geing players seemingly 
limitless possibililies—good or evil, grari- 
dicse or petty, prestigious or rotericus, 
civilian or military. However, @ chefiring 
aspect of Star Mars was missing from the: 
franchise until now—space combat. 

The Jump to Lightspeed expansion 
TiS that void, taking that vision of free- 
farm play into outer space and allowing 
players Lo nat only choose their side, but 
also customine and eratl their cen shins. 
Four professions are available, each of 
which progresses independestly from the 
ground professions. Rebel and Imperial 
pilots (not eurpresingly) will bo focused an 
batiling one another, while Privateers pur- 
Sue thelr own cause, and shipwrights ara 
ihe fuel te the intergalactic fire, crating 
the custoenized ships and parts for others 
te fy and equip.

Even the Miterniun Falcer had hurt 
beginnings a5 a transport freighter, ind 
similarly, you start off with a rather wore- 
markable craft (TIE fighter for imperials, 
2-95 Headhunter for Rebels). Although 
the starter ship you get is free, it isn’t 
customize. at all, whieh if where the 
Shipesight enters the picture, All other 
ships néed ta be crafted by the Ship- 
jwreht, who must first gather resources 
to create the ship. Even with the same: 
ship (pa. the quality af the craft depends 
on the quality of materials and the skill 
of the crafter, allowing the Shipwright to 
pve hig shipe a personal touch. “lf you'ra 
avery good Shipwright, you'll probably 
have the best shipa—and people will 
eomne to buy them,” Says Torres, Ore 
recening (he chassis from the Shigearignt, 
iets ant free to customize the ship to 





their liking—potentially allowing for TIE 
fighters with shields, hyperdrive, and bon 
cannens. The parts that can be custom 
ind indhude engines, reactors, boosters, 
weapons, missile launchers, counter 
measures, shiekis, a ance, Deperid- 
ing on the size and type of the ship, the 
characteristics will change as well 
emaller, lighter ships, such as the TIE 
laterceptor, will be more agile, while 
larger ships such as the Lambda shuttle 
will be More cuMmbersonie to control. Al- 
though the Enpire is stricter about aes- 
thetic changes, Rebels and Privateers 
algo haw: the freedom to apply custom 
colors and graphics te their shige. 

Loot {items taken from defeated ene 
mies) played 2 largely inconsequential 
rae for much of the lifespan of Star bars 
Galaxies, but it will be an integral part 
of Jurnp te Light Speed. “Space is go 
ing te be lagtdriven. I you played the 
Bround gare, i has gotien a litte more 
lootcentric in lhe past six manths, but 
before that it was wery lootlight,” says 
Torras. Looted parts can alse be neworse: 
angineerad by Shipwrights to reproduce 
ihe same parts—useful for highteval or 
higher performing equipment that nor- 
mally can't be developed. 


WE'LL HAVE To DESTROY 
THEM SHIP-TO-SHIP 

While you can expect bo doe the familiar 
*eaings and Y-wings in the game, Jump te 
Lightspeed will also feature all new ships, 
including new TIE variations and Rebel 
funboats. "George Lucas has appointed 
people who are experts in Star Wars [to 
approve mew shigs],” says Tors. “If the 
conbepl 61S ageroved, we then move 
to Ihe model phase. An artist creates 
something thal ends up as a Maya model, 
and then that mode! dorms to the Ranch 
26 well. if they approve that. then it be 
comes part of the game, and onee it 
becomes published, it bacomes part of 
the canon.” Some of the new ships in- 
clude the TIE Ogpressor, & high-end ship 
wilh three perpendicular solar panels,

and the TIE Aggressor, a heavy fighter 
with rear computercontrolled turrets, in 
addition, capital ships are also featured, 
Though you can't fy them. “The Star De- 
stroyer, Camelian Corvette, and Nebulon 
B Frigate are the three we are doing tor 
launch—armvihing else is past launch and 
is still under concept.”

“What we wanted to 
represent was the quick, fashpaced epic

Says Torres. “We realizad that the turn- 
hased engine we had on the ground game 
was not really bringing that across, so 
the decision was made to have a real 
trm: combat system.” In a sete ain bo 
that of Kving vs. TIE Fighter, except with 
thousands more players, you will rece 
to outthy and outsmart your opponents 
to win. Unlike the ground game, where 
player ve. player (Pye) combat is volun- 
tary, players will find themsehWves battling 
each other race often. “[PvP] ia almost 
unavoidable because if you're lying 
araund in a TE—whe are you kickting— 
you're obsioush an briperial,” Fortunately, 
there are designated “narathe: pores” 30 
rockies have a standing chance against 
simulation-savyy players.
